It imposes on the railroads the obligation to show 
that the proposed rates are reasonable and nec- 
essary. It puts them on the affirmative. They 
can no longer enter and break down the case 
laboriously built up by outsiders who grope in 
the dark for information, which is exclusively in 
the possession of the railroads. 

The old method made it comparatively easy for 
the railroads to show that rates arbitrarily fixed 
by legislatures and commissions were unreason- 
able. Dozens of 3-cent fare laws were annulled. 
But when the positions of the parties to the con- 
tention are reversed’ the best information . and 
first-hand evidence ‘is obtained. This was pre- 
sented to the Interstate Commerce Commisgion 
and failed to convince it that.rates should be 
raised. The new Commerce Court may alter or 
reverse the decision, but in view of the elabora- 
tion of the case, serious change is unlikely. 

The decision. marks a new era in railroad af- 
fairs not only as to rates but as to management. 
Close students of transportation economics see 
good in it. The railroads have had too easy a 
time. They have secured money ‘for the asking 
and spent it without restraint. Lenders and in- 
vestors have not been particular about what was 
done with the money. If a pinch came, second 
and third mortgages were a-possibility and re- 
fundings, new borrowings and rate jugglings ‘were 
ready. remedies for the. correction of early mis- 
takes and financial blunderings. To the condition 
of the physicial properties little attention was 
paid except by the operating department.

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BIBLE AND DECALOGUE.. 

While preparations are being made in all En- 
glish-speaking countries to celebrate the three 
hundredth anniversary of the ‘King James Bible,” 
England is making the year memorablé with 
preparations to “revise the Decalogue.” 

On the assumption that the Ten Commandments 
in the English version need only to be kept, “re- 
wing the Decalogue” has been considered only in 

a spirit of scornful levity. Now. however, the 
n.of. Winchester, under appointment from the 
Canterbury convocation, is seriously at work, re- 
vising ‘the Second, Fourtii' and Tenth command- 
ments in answer to an assumed modern demand 
for greater conciseness in the entire Decalogue. 

As the work is‘being done in Serious good faith, 
it need not be scoffed at. The result {is /already 
a foregone conclusion in the year in which the 
“English Bible” ig to be celebrated universally. 
The English Bible is not the “Revised Version,” 
which resulted from. the earnest labor of great 
modern scholars. There -is “only one “English 
Bible” as it has now been in use for three cen- 
turies, with its one English version of the Deca- 
jogue. Unless the English language changes so in 
the next three centuries that this simple and 
“classical” English will become unintelligible, 
nothing will prevail against it.

The ugliness of fashion has at last been explained. 
It has long been observed that an unattractive 
mcde generally outlasts an attractive one, despite 
the scorn heaped upon it by even those who feel 
compelled to adopt it. The reason is as simple, 
as it is satisfying. <A beautiful fashion spreads 
rapidly through all classes, and soon becomes 
eommon, while an unbecoming one retains much 
longer the character of exclusiveness. The duch- 
ess is thus engaged in.a continual contest with 
the shopgir!l, who is quick to see anything of 
charm in the last novelty of her social superior. 
It hag to be admitted, nevertheless, that, if per- 
sisted in, the ugliest mode finally wins general 
adoption, "the esthetic instinct yielding in the end 
to the conventional. If this solution does scant 
honor te those at the top of the social scale, it 
speaks trumpet-tongued for the native preference 
of the masses. Left to itself, humanity, apparent- 
ly, would adopt fashions pleasing to the eye, dis- 
regarding their mere noyelty and exclusiveness 
In fact, this is just what it does do in such prim 
itive communities as those of peasants or gypsies, 
where the style, though somewhat. fixed, is not 
limited by those supposed necessities. It is, ac- 
cordingly, no wonder that, in the presence of such 
persons, one dressed in the height of fashion is 
apt to feel uncomfortable. The trouble is a more 
or less clearly conceived notion of esthetic in- 
feriority that is poorly balanded by the considera- 
tion of the high sartorial authority behind an as- 
sortment of high-heeled shoes, harem skirts and 
waste-paper-basket hats.

Former Russian Premier and Wife 
Are Snubbed Everywhere 
in Capital.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 3.—Under a pen name 
which deceives nobody, Count Witte has published 
a pamphlet in which he makes a desperate effort 
to return to some sort of public life. The book- 
iet is an explanation as to why he invented the 
constitution for which the Czar banished him 
from court and office and refuses to forgive him 
or even speak of him. Though the Count is po- 
litically dead, the pamphlet is creating a tremend- 
ous sensation. In it he says: 

“While pretending to receive Nostaria (leader 
of the Revolutionists) in audience he (Witte) pre- 
pared, and finally accomplished, his and his com- 
mittee’s arrest. The Revolutionaries, utterly de- 
pressed by the new turn of events, did not resist. 
The Count was therefore able to await the re- 
turn of the troops (from the Japan war) to raise 
a foreign loan of $500,000,000 on the strength of 
his constitution and to retire from office.” 

Those about the court say the booklet will do 
Count Witte more harm than good. The Czar, 
who gets red with rage when his ex-Minister’s 
name is mentioned, will detest him still more now 
that he has told how the constitution was wrung 
from him. The Count deceived the: Revolutionaries 
but he also deceived the autocratie court party, 
whom he wished to please most of all. The opin- 
ion here in the fashionable clubs is that “the 
best thing Witte can do is to hide his head in 
shame.”

“We would have started the change in 
St. Louis by putting a man on -the 
switchboard long ego, were it not for 
the fact that our operator is an excep- 
tional young woman, just as good as a 
man, and she is on a man’s salary. But 
if her position were open tomorrow, it 
probably would be given to a man. 

‘The only reason men are not operat- 
ing switchboards at private branch ex- 
changes in St: Louis now, is that the 
heads of business houses for the most 
part have not fully awakened to the 


importance of the post. They think $40 


or $50 a month enough for a switch- 

board operator. And men, of course, 

are not applicants for the jobs.

Law Volumes Could Be Obtained 
for Much Less, Committee 
Is Told.

Printed Matter in Existence 
Would Save Thousands of 
’ Proposed Cost.

Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.—The 


Senate Judiciary Committee will hear 
arguments Monday night on a Dill 
providing for the official reprinting 


of early volumes of reports of the 
St. Louis Court of, Appeals, and of 
the Supreme Court, at a cost to the 
State of $86,600. 

The bill is opposed by Senator Wal- 


today that he: believed the expense to 
be entirely without excuse, and that 
the State would buy in the. open 
market such reports as it needs. He 
also objects to the expenditure of 
$17,000 for clerical hire in preparing 
the copy for the printer, which the 
bill provides. 

Arguments have been made before 
the committee by J. W. Vernon of the 
Vernon Law Book Co. of Kansas City, 
who offered to sell the State such 


not to exceed $2 per volume. 

The bill provides that the first 82 
volumes of Supreme Court reports and 
the first 16 volumes of reports of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals shall be 
reprinted, and that the State ‘shall 
purchase 500 volumes of each. The 
Secretary of State, State’Auditor and 
Attorney-General are authorized to let 
the contract to a Missouri publisher. 


Can Be Purchased. 
Vernon told the committee that 


there are five book companies in Mis- 
sourl from which any or all of these 
books can now be purchased. He said 
the plates of all Missouri reports ex- 
cept those covered by this bill are 
owned by E. W. Stephens of Columbia, 
who hag the State contract for print- 
ing the reports. The plates for the 98 
volumes covered by the bill are owned 
by the West Publishing Co. of St. 
Paul, Minn. 

Under the contract with Stephens the 
state pays $1.38 a volume. It cannot buy 
from him the reports covered by this 
bill for the reason that Stephens 
does not own the plates. The bill is 
so worded that the West Publishing Co., 
which has the plates, could not bid 
for the contract, as it is not a Missouri 
pulishing house. If it were allowed 
to bid, it would be in a position to make 
a lewer bid than other firms. 

If the bill should be passed, Vernon 
said, Stephens would acquire ° the 
plates for these 98 volumes, and would 
thus have a complete set. of plates for 
all reports of Missouri Appellate courts 
at the expense of the State. Under the 
State contract price. Stephens would 
receive ot for these reports. 


ms a Big Order 
‘Under me provisions of the bill, the 


Secretary of State, .when the reports 
are reprinted, shalP send one copy of 
each volume reprinted to the clerk 
of each district court, criminal court, 
court of common pleas, county court 
and probate court in the State. This 
means sending an average of three com- 
plete sets of the reprinted reports into 
each of the 114 counties of the State. 
In his argument’before the committee, 


.Vernon contented that each of these 


court officers has received a complete set 
of the reports, and that while there might 
be eccasional volumes missing from a 
set, there is no occasion for the State 
to send to each of these officers 98 
volumes when he may need only two or 


jthree to make his set complete. 


Vernon also called attention to the 
fact that the bill appropriates $17,000 
for clerical work in preparing type- 
written “copy.” 

Of this amount Perry 8S. Rader, re- 
porter of the Supreme Court, is to re- 
ceive $2400 in addition to his regular 
salary, and he is authorized to em- 
ploy three assistants, one at $2000 
a year, one at $125 a month and one 
at $100 a month, ee 

The Clerk of the St; Louts Court of 
Appeals is also allowed $1200 by the 
bill, and the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court $1600, for extra work in mak- 
ing copies of the opinions.

Vernon poigted out that, even if the 
reports were repfinted, the only copy 
needed would be a printed copy of 
each of the reports, which is in near- 
ly every lawyer’s library, and at 
regular prices the entire 98 volumes 
could be bought for $245. He said it 
would be foolish to copy the opinions 
on the typewriter.

Six Thousand American Troops 
Will Be Kept on Guard in 
the Two Garrisons.

That Is the Highest Point on the 
Isthmus—Plans for Mobili- 
zation. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2%.—The House 
tonight yoted overwhelmingly for the 
policy of fortifying the Panama Canal 
and appropriated $3,000,000 for the pur- 
pose of beginning fhe work. 

The first vote came upon the amend- 
ment of Repre:.entative Tawney, provid- 
ing for the withoiding of the appropria- 
tion pending international agreement 
and consent as to the rights of the 
United States to fortify the canal and 
its, approaches, upon this the ‘ayes’ 
were 638 and the ‘“‘noes’’ 130. 

General Feifer moved to strike from 
the bill the whole -paragraph dealing 
with canal fortifications. The motion 
was lost, 130 to 53. 

Mr. Tawney, in opposing the fortifica- 
tions, said that if such a _ proposition 
had arisen at the time the Panama’ 
Canal was first contemplated, its con- 
struction never would have been author- 
ized, He insisted that fortification ul- 
timately would cost not less than $60,- 
000,000. He declared that the interest on 
the $375,000,000 of construction bonds, on 
the $60,000,000 for fortification, together 
with the annual cost of $7,000,000 for 
maintenance and operation of the canal 
and $10,000,000 for the pay of troops and 
the upkeep of fortification would bring 
the annual total expenditures on the 
canal up to $30,000,000. The estimated 
revenue, he said, is only $4,000,000 a year, 
leaving the net cost to the United 
States of $26,000,000 a year. 

Six thousand American troops will man 
the fortifications if the plans now being 
perfected by the War Department are 
adopted. The troops, which will be four 
regiments of infantry, one squadron of 
cavalry, three batteries of field arti)- 
lery and 12 companies of coast artillery. 

A permanent garrison will be estab- 
lished at Culebra, the highest point on 
the route of the canal. From this point 
facilities will be perfected with rapid 
transportation. of troops]by rail to any 
point which may be threatened by an 
army. The coast artillery garrison will 
be at Miraflores. 

The distribution of the troops in this 
Manner is calculated to be the best 
method to prevent a sudden dash by 
a Janding party or raiding force from an 
enemy’s fleet having as its object the 
obstruction of any of the great locks of 
the canal.

JOSEPH, Mo., Feb. %.—Beaten to 
earth by a heavy snowstorm, the balloon 
‘‘Miss Sofia,” with a capacity of 80,000 
cubic feet of gas, manned by William

Louis, descended at 65:15 o’clock this 
afternoon three miles northwest of 
Dover, a small:‘town near the southeast 
boundary of Buchanan County. 


They had traveled, by unofficial meas- 
urement, about 740 miles in an air line 
from San Antonio, Tex., where they 
aScended yesterday afternoon, thus ex-

ord of 687 miles, established in 1909 by A. 
Holland Forbes of New York, but ialling 
431 miles short of the American record 
made by Allan R. Hawley and Augustus 
Post from St. Louis g; 1910, and 458 
miles short of the world’s distance rec- 
ord, held by Comte Henri de la Vaidilx. 

The St. Luisa aeronauts had designed 
to defeat both these records, but were 
cempelled by the storm_to descend with 
ballast enuugh to r:main in the air 48 
hours longer. 

Lest in Clouds. 

The “Miss Sofia” fell in an open field 
near the farmhouse of Roy Gray. The 
aeronauts had suffered considerably 
from exposure, but refused to let Gray 
call. for a physician. They spent the 
night at his home, They had been in 
the air about 28 hours. The balloon was 
not injured by the descent and will be 
sent to St. Louis tomorrow. 

“We did not know where we were,” 
said Assmann, who is a member of the 
Aero Club of St, Louls.. “The storm 
prevented us from telling anything 
about. directions. For a time we 
thought we wer@ in Oklahoma. We 
might have béen going backward, 
however, for‘all we knew. We were 
above the clouds 14 hours today. 
Several times »* reached an altitude 
of 16,000 feet. 

“Despite the snowstorm we did met 
suffer at all from the weather. 
When we left San Antonio we had 
31 sacks of sand to use for 
ballast. W'e went along all right until 
about 10 o'clock this morning, when we 
hit a terrific snowstorm. We were over 
Oklahoma at the time. The weight of 
the snow on the balloon began to pull 


lus down and we had to throw out bal- 


last te keep up. 

“We kept threwing it out until we 
got up above the snowstorm We 
reached an altitude of 16,000 feet, which 


ltwe maintained for several hours. At 


that height the weather was clear. 

“While we were working in the snow- 
storm we did not-suffer from the cold 
at all. We worked in our shirt sleeves. 
About 4 o'clock this afternoon, while 
still 16,000 feet in the air our ballast 
got down to six sacks of sand. 

"We thought we were still*in Okle- 
homa. We started down slewly. It took 
us an hour to reach the ground, and 
when we did we had one sack of sand 
left. 

“We landed in a cornfield, about a 
quarter of a mile from the house. We 
were surprised wher we found we were 
in Missouri.” |

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.—It be- 
came definitely known tonight that 
Gov. Hadley will veto the Democratic 
St. Louls home rule measures if they 
‘are passed by the Legislature. He 
will send a special message to the 
Legislature Monday, stating reasons 
why he will not approve the bill. 

At the game time he will urge the 
passage of the measures drafted by 
the home rule committee appointed by 
him and made up of Republicans and 
Democrats, representing civic asso- 
cilations in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph. Judge A. McDonald 
and E. C. Eliot were'.the St. Louis 
members of this committee. 

That the Democratic measures 
would result in lifting the Sunday 
saloon lid in St. Louis; that, they 
would drag the police department into 
politics again; that the saloon ele- 
ment would control the police and 
excise administrations, are some of 
the reasons he will advance in oppo- 
sition to the bills. 3 

Gov. Hadley talked over the home rule 
situation today with Otto F. Stifel and 
Henry W. Kiel, chairman of the St. 
Louis Republican City Committee. Both 
of these men expressed themselves in 
favor of the home rule measures draft- 
ed by the nonpartisan committee ap- 
pointed by Hadley, and introduced by 
Hiram Lioyd, and against the Demo- 
cratic home rule bills. 

The Governor said tonight that he 
would approve no bill which would open 
the Sunday saloon and the wineroom in 
St. Louis, and he is firmly convinced 
_ ‘that the Democratic excise and police 
measure would briiig just that result. 

The saloon element, he said, by cen- 
tering on one party or the other, could 
contro] its nominations for police and 
excise officials. These laws, he said, 
would be a direct invitation for cor- 
rupt politicians and the liquor interests 
to get into the saddle again in St. Louis 
and run the city to suit themselves. 

H. J. Simmons, Democratic caucus 
chairman, said tonight that the home 
rule measures will be passed and sent 
to Gov, Hadley for his signature next 
week.

Mrs, Schneider put the oats into a 
cupboard in the back hall They re- 
mained there from Thursday merning 
until early the fellowing Monday. Dur-

The oats were cooked the morning ef 
Feb. 18 for breakfast. Robert and Mar- 
tha Schneider, 7 and 4 years old re- 
spectively, ate of them first, but did not 
like thern and partoek of but little. 
They became ill at the table, and. while 
their mother was attending them Ralph 
went into breakfast. His mother went 
beck inte the dining room to tel] him 
net to eat the oats, but he already had 
finished his saucerful, and a moment 
later, before he left the table, he was 
stricken.

As to the cause of the mrotery, TI 


have no theory. I am satisfied the 
children were poisoned with arsenic.

Mrs. Schneider’s swift conviction 
that someone had poisoned her chil- 
dren was due to an tncident last De- 
cember. When she opened her front 
door one morning she found ashes 
mixed with red pepper sprinkled on 
it. A short time later the annoy- 
ance was repeated in a worse form; 
but Mrs. Schneider now says that 
she did not then, and .does not now, 
suspect any person in connection 
with it, and she says Ralph did nof 
tell her anything which would ex- 
plain enmity against him or other 
members of the family., 

As soon as the children became so 
suddenly ill—all of . them being 
healthy youngsters—this incident re- 
curred to Mrs. Schneider, and she 
concluded that someoche had put 
poison in the rolled oats. She per- 
sists that she does not know who it 
could have been, and that so far as 
she knows the family has no enemy. 


Post Oard Is Sent. 

A few days after Ralph was buried .

“The narrow slit in the package, 
apparently made with a sharp knife, 
might readily have escaped Mrs. 
Schneider's observation. I do not 
subscribe to the theory that it was 
made after Ralph's death. Mr. and 
Mrs. Schneider are. not trying to 
shield any one—of that my men are 
convinced. 

‘Tt is peculiar that only one box 
was left on that street. Why should 
a box be left on the Schneider win- 
dow and not on any other window- 
sills thereabouts—a box which caused 
a death—witheut some motive 
against the Schneider family? And 
yet what could the motive have been? 
The case is one of the most mysteri- 
oug I have ever encountered.”

Conservative, Alarmed. 

Briand’s decision to withdraw has 
caused conservative newspapers to 
sound alarm. They declare that ex- 
treme radicalism {s triumphing over 
sane and progressive reform regard- 
ing the clerical issue which was 
raised yesterday as a pretext to at- 
tain Briand’s downfall. 

They say {t is ridiculous to accuse 
the man who constructed the separa- 
tion law of clericalism, and now that 
the church and state are completely 
divorced, M. Briand has been merely 
following out a general. program of 
“appeasement.” 

The vote in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties is interpreted as the result of an 
intrigue among Briand’s adversaries 
in his own party. 


‘Eixhaurted by Labor, 

Physically and mentally exhausted 
by several years of uninterrupted la- 
bors in official HNfe, M. Briand {s sin- 
cerely anxious to retire. He is dis- 
cussing with friends the delights of 
a proposed trip to the Mediterranean.

Wallace isn’t making any claims for 
ths 1911 Browns. Just the same he be- 
lieveg the team is capable of playing a 
whole lot better ball than it did a year 
ago. During the winter Catcher Clarke, 
formerly of Cleveland, and Inflelders 
Austin and Laporte, formerly of New 
York, were obtained. Wallace is) sure 
these men will hélp to improve the local 
Americans. 

‘The pitching staff should he an im- 
provement over that a year ago. Pow- 
ell,¢Pelty, Lake and Bailey will again 
be on hand, but youngsters like George, 
Nelson, Mitchell, Fanning and Eaton 
are expected to bolster the slab de- 
partment.

Chief Advantage to Small Con- 
sumers Will Be Abolition of 
Guarantee. ' \ 


24 phar READY TO AMEND. 


House of Delegates Likely to 
Pass Commission’s Ordinance 
Unaltered. 


Reduction of the Union Electric 
Company’s maximum charge for light 
current from 12 cents to 9% cents per 
kilowatt hour, with thg abolition of 
“guarantees.” will save small con- 
sumers about $142,000 a year, accord- 
ing to city hall statisticians who 
have studied the Public Service Com. 
mission's report. 

This lowering of rates will benefit 
the 12,000 householders from whom 
the Union Company derives about 
one-tenth of its revenue. Most of 
these pay for their service a rate of 
11% cents a kilowatt hour, gross, or 
about 10.9 cents when allowed the 
discount of 6 per cent for prompt ad- 
justment of bills. 

The chief advantage of the decrease 
in the maximum and the discontinu- 
ance of “guarantees” will accrue to 
tne small users of current for light 
and power. There are about 2000 
such consumers among the Union's 
21,000 customers, Of these 2000, ap- 
proximately 450 pay more than 12 
cents per kilowatt hour for their cur- 
rent. Practically all the remainder 
are charged the maximum. 

To these 2000 small users the low- 
ering of the maximum, together with 
the abolition of the “guarantees,” 
will mean an aggregate saving of 
$93,000 a year. The balance of the 
total decrease in rates to these class- 
es of customers—$48,840—will be out 
from the bills of householders. 

Guarantee a Hardship. 

In its investigations of the Union 
Company the Public Service Commis- 
sion found that the “guarantees” 
worked the greatest hardship on con. 
sumers, and that the sufferers wer 
rprincipally householders’ and smal! 
business men. 

Under this system the users bound 
themselves to consume a given quan- 
tity of current In order to obtain’ 
a relatively low rate. But it was 
usually the case that they ceuld not 
economically use the number of kile- 
watt hours covered by their guaraa- 
‘tees. In consequence, most ef them 
had to pay the maximum of 18 cents 
per kilowatt hour, and many of them 
an even higher charge. 

In one instance the commission dis- 
covered that a consumer paid as muoh 
as $1 per kilowatt hour for his serv- 
ioe, because of hig fallure to take the 
number ‘of kilowatt hours specified ia 
his contract. 

Adjusting this decreage of $143,006 
a year in its revenues, members of 
the Municipal Assembly believe, will 
Pre not present a difficult problem for 
the Union company. The diminution 
of earnings, they hold, may be 4dis- 
tributed among the ether 48 per cent 
of its customers ‘without the neces- 
sity of making a significant addition 
to their present rates. 


Council Ready Amend. 
Members of the ouse of- Dele- 


gates appear disinclined to depart 
from the commission’s recommenda- 
tions ag to the value of the Union's 
property or the returns which the 
company should receive. These ques- 
tions, delegates say, are so technical 
that a change might reopen the whole 
subject of values, rates and earn- 
ings. « 

In the Council there sgeems to be 
no feeling of diffidence about amend- 
ing the commission’s ordinance. Coun- 
cilman Schneiderhahn, who has 
dropped almost all his other work to 
study the commission’s report, has 
indicated that he will attempt to 
change the erdinance in several re- 
spects. 

It is expected that the special com- 
mittee to which the report and ordi- 
nance were referred in the House of 
Delegates will submit its recommen- 
dations Tuesday, or not later than 
Friday. 

Large customers eof the Union have 
indicated that they will eppose the 
reduction of the maximum te 8% 
eents, because ef the probability ef 
the UWnion’s increasing tts rates to 
offset the decrease in its revenues. 
Several of the bigger consumers were 
at the public hearing tm the House of 
Delegates Friday. There is «a likeli- 
heed that ethers will attend the Coun- 
eil’s hearing if one is granted.

Prices of cotton have shown fur- 


ther losses curing the week, seem- 
ingly on account of the lack of de- 
sire on the part of holders of stocks 
to carry their supplies longer with 
the idea of obtaining higher prices. 
Cotton heid firm for months at around 


15 cents for raw material, owing to 
the determination of growers and 
Speculators not to part with it for 
less, but this spell apparently is now 
broken and the bear element seem to 
meet with little resistance in forcing 


the market to new low levels. 


Fear that, the Scott anti-option bill, 
which’ prohibits trading in cotton 
future contracts, would be reported 
favcrably by the Senate Committee 
on interatate and ape 4, I Commerce, 
also helped the cause of the bears The 
cotton trade seemed to take a stand 
of decided opposition to the bill when 
definite action became necessary, and 
the Senate committee must have been 
literally flooded with telegrams from 


various cotton exchanges and cotton 
firms protesting against the recom- 
meéendation of the bill for passage. The 
finai report of the committee advo- 
cated certain changes in the bill 
which practically eliminated the 
measure altogether. 

The market was weak Monday and 
clesed at 8 to 12 points loss from Sat- 
urday’s final figures. March closed

13.99c. A poor Liverpool market pre-

Wheat continued its dip into new 
low territory the past week on ag- 
gressive selling by leading bears, 
which shook out weak holders on 
gtop- -loss orders. The market closed 
weak around the bottom figures. 

Sentiment in grain circles remains 
universally pessimistic, but this is 
to be expected after the long decline 
in prices of over 20c a bushel. 
longer the downtown the more bearish 
the sentiment. The same applies to 
the bull side; the longer the advance 
the more bullish the sentiment. When, 
however, prices after long liquida- 
tion or manipulation reach a point 
where no one can see any bad or good 
in the market, the turn is not far 
away. This ig the position of the 
speculation at the ae mage time, There 
is not a bull in sight in any direction. 

For over six months now, wheat 
values have depreciated, driving the 
May option in Chicago from above

Drouth in the Southwest has ceased 
to be a market factor. Clear cold 
weather prevails ‘W®here’ the winter 
wheat plant ha# ample snow protection 
and the plant shows decided improve- 
ment over the January condition. 

Liverpool prices failed to follow our 
decline completely, although sellers 
there had the advantage in the late 
week. Pressure resulted from the 
American advices. Continued res- 
sure of Australian and Russian offefs, 
favorable European crop advices and 
lower spot prices. 
- The statistical news of the week 
was bearish; and supplies showed 
encrmous totals in all directions, de- 
spite the late season when depleted 
stocks should be in order.

New York, reminds me of Philadelphia. 
I don't mean that as an unfavorable. 
flection on either place. Phitad 
seems to me a levely place te live in, 
and &t. Louls, but for the smeke, weuld 
seem equally attractive as a home. 


fortunate in having escaped the hor- 
rible ‘L’ road system, but probably it 
will -have to accept subways in time. I 
have frequently wished that New York 
traction lines would import employes 


common with New York street car and 
subway employes. 

“In describing St. Louis in a lecture, 
I would natufally speak first of the ap- 
proach to the city, and I am afraid I 
would have to mention the experience I 
have frequently had in being stalled 
from 10 to 40 minutes across the river, 
waiting for.the tracks to be clear so 
that my train could enter. I have un- 
derstood that this congestion of the 
tracks is a common matter, and I have 
been told that the terminals here were 
controlled by a monepoly, and have ac- 
cepted that as a sufficient explanation. 

“IT might tell also how in leaving the 
city, with only a few minutes to catch 
a train, I have been turned away from 
the Union Station gate because I did 
not happen to have a bridge ticket, and 
forced to run back to the window and 
jostle a crowd to get one. If that con- 
tinues, I shall miss a train some day. 
They will not accept cash fares, it seems 
one must have a ticket. 

“The first time I came here, . teok a 
Laclede car from the station to Grand 
avenue: ‘‘What sort of a place is this?’’ 
I. asked myself as I looked at the poor 
class of buildings along the line. Grand 
avenue changed this impression, and 
when I came to Vandeventer place, 1 
began to see the real beauty of St. 
Leuis. Since then I have become fa- 
milHar with even more beautiful places 
and boulevards further west, and with 
the breweries and big industrial estab- 
lishments in other sections. 

‘‘A lecture about St. Louls, te be com- 
plete, should show the epen-air life 
which the long summers and falls én- 
courage—the baseball parks, the golf 
courses, the hunting and fishing clubs. 

“One oddity, which I would not over- 
look in taking pictures, is the peculiar 
vehicles used by hucksters and ether 
peddlers here. Some which I have sees 
driven about the residence streets are 
regular little stores on wheels, with a 
length of stovepipe sticking eut of the 
top. The number ef mules driven to 
vehicles here is also neticeable. 

‘For large parts of its area, St. Leuis 
is a beautiful city. But thus far the 
beauty is largely that brought about by 
private, not public, effert. From. what 
I have heard I have judged that peii- 
ties and political pulls have operated 
here, as in other Amertcan cities, 
against the beauty ef the city. In this 
respect I consider the Burepean cities, 
especially Berlin, models fer American 
cities. There the law, and every fune- 
tien ef city government, is absolutely 
the same for every persen, rich er peor, 
regardless of pull or pelitics.”

J. J. CAHILL JR. 
KILLED IN FIGHT 


Son of Former Four Courts Cus- 
todian Shot By Restaurant 


Proprietor. 


John J. Cahill Jr., whose father was 
for many years custodian of the Four 
Courts building, was shot in the head 
four times and killed by L. B. Perry, a 
restaurant owner at Walnut Grove, Mo., 
near Springfield, yesterday. 

Cahill went there three weeks age to 
work as a horseshoer. 

Perry surrendered to a constable, and 
said he shot Cahill in self-defense. Ac- 
cording to his statement, as quoted in 
dispatches, Cahill entered the restaurant 
in a quarrelsome mood Friday night and 
asked for a 1§-cent meal on credit. Perry 
demanded cash, and refused to serve the 
meal, 

Cahill again entered the restaurant 
yesterday morning. Perry says that he 
heard that Cahill had gone about town 
Friday night threatening to kill him. 
For that reason he had placed a revol- 








iver under his counter. 


Cahill, Perry says, attacked him and 
was trying to choke him, when he 
grabbed the revolver and pulled the 
trigger five times. Perry waived a pre- 
liminary hearing and was held for the 
Greene County grand jury. 

Cahill’s body will be brought to St. 
Louis today for burial. 


KOONS’ DEATH DUE TO 
ORGANIC CONDITIONS 


Coroner Discovers Heart and 
Kidney Disease Not Recog- 
nized at City Hospital. 


Dr. John C. Morfit, Hospital Com- 
missioner, wrote a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday in which he said 
that: the published account of Frank 
Koons’ death after he had been treat- 
ed for an infected sealp wound at the 
city hospital was “based on very 
meager information.” He took ox- 
ception to the statement that it wae 
believed at the hospital that Koons 
died of a fractured skull after dis- 
pensary and hospital physicians had 
said that he had only a scalp wound 
and he had been fined in police court: 
while the man who struck him with @ 
bucket was permitted to go free 

“The Coroner's examination,’ writes 
Dr. Morfit, “shows that this man did 
not have a fractured skull and that 
heart and kidney conditions were the 
cause of his death.’ , 

Nothing on the city hospital records 
shows that heart or kidney affections 
were even suspected by the physi- 
cians there. 

After Koons’ death Friday Dr. A. 
J. Griot, the city hospital physician 
in charge of the case, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he believed 
Koons died of a skull fracture. 

“The city bacteriologist examined 
fluids taken from Koons’ brain before 
he died and found evidences of men- 
ingitis of the type which usually ac- 
companies a fracture at the base of 
the skull,” said Dr. Griot.

In a sermon at the Cathedral Chapel recentiy 
Archbishop Glennon said that up to the present 
time there were no debts on the Cathedral, waich 
means that during the two and a-half years 
since its construction began, he has collected over 
a million dollars. He also said that he was .con- 
fident that there would be no debts on the great 
structure when it was finally completed. 

With the finishing of the building the arch- 
diocese of St. Louis will have an official capitol. 
The historic old Cathedral at Second and Walnut 
streets, has been little more than a parish church 
since Archbishop Kain, 12 years ago, planned a 
new Cathedral at Jefferson avenue and Locust 
street, a site which he gfterwards abandoned. 

The new Cathedral dwarfs all of the great 
residences and churches in its vicinity. Seen half 
a mile away from Grand avenue and Lindell 
boulevard it looms above its surroundings in 
majectic dignity. It has already come to be re- 
garded as one of the great structures of the 
Middie West. 

The celerity with which this great structure 
has been built affords an interesting commen- 
tary upon the enterprise of various communi- 
ties.

For more than seventy years Aunt

In those 70 years the Government 
of the United States grew from feeble- 
ness to world-wide power, surviving 
the great catastrophe of the Civil 
War. Europe was swept with revo- 
lutions that changed its map and 
established modern industrial and 
political conditions. The Ohio and the 
Mississ'ppi rivers became no longer 
the utmost boundaries of civilized 
progress—arinies, argonauts. plains- 
men, pioneer settlers, steamboats, lo- 
comotives, plowshares, printing 
presses, schools and churches levelled 
the wildernesses, subdued the savages 
and made captive the resources of 
earth and air. 


Then one day a strange thing hap- 
pened. Oklahoma had been opened 
to settlement, and the land filled with 
the signs and sounds of industry. 
The stillness of the solitudes of the 
Osage country was hbroxen by the 
clamor of change. The Osages con- 
sented to abandon their tribal form 
of government, yielding to the in- 
evitable breaking down of the bar- 
riers behind which they had dwelt in 
fancied security against the merciless 
encroachments of the white man. 


From this maelstrom of tribal up- 
heaval was cast ashore an old, old 
woman; wrinkled and worn, whose 
fe had ever been one of hardship, 
hut whose heart had always melted 
‘in sympathy for the poor and the un- 
fortunate, who had ministered in her 
own poverty to the needs of those 
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AUNT JANE APPLEBY, 20 YEARS AGO 


who were more helpless than herself. 
She had borne 165 children, and yet 











among the Osages. She does her owL 
cooking. She says that she is too old- 
fashioned to change her way of liv- 
ing, and that her wealth becomes a 
very useless thing after it has pro- 
vided such physical comforts as she 
neecs, She values it merely as a 
mezns for doing good to others. 


No woman would wish to undergo; 
the hardships that‘have befallen Aunt 
Jane Appleby, yet no woman muy 
read of what Aunt Jane has done 
without an increasing and reverentia! 
pride in womanhood. As for men— 
well, the average man, the man that 
somplains about little things in this 
life, ig not entitled to exp:ess an 
opinion in the matter. 


When Jane Moore was not quite 16 
years old she married Auguste Cap- 
tain, whom the  Osages 
“Ogeese, ” in their effort to say Au- 
guste. She had been living with Cap- 
tain’s sister, Mrs, Edward Chouteau, 
an Osage woman. Captain was 388 
years a member of the Osage council, 
and official interpreter for the tribe. 


His ‘true name was never }nown. 
His father was an adventurous 
Frenchman, captain of a sailing ves- 
sel, who had found employment with 
the American Fur Co. at St.. Louis 
and gone West to the Osages, stop- 
ping at the fur company’s trading 
post on the Néosho River. He mar 
ried an Osage woman, and became 
known as Captain, because of his sva 
life. His boy was called Auguste, Bt 
ter Col. Auguste Chouteau. 


It was as the wife of Capfain, ae 
since dead, that Aunt Jane lived most 
of her life among the Osage». Her 
second husband, “Lou” Appleby, was 
a white man, engaged in: the cattie 
business, pasturing his herds in ‘he 
Osage country. 


When the Osages came to their 
present home, in the early 70’s, the 
plains tribes were still at war with 
each other, and with the United 
States Government. The Osages. were 

a powerful tribe, and 
‘its warriors were lift- 
ing scalps at every 
opportunity, frequent- 
ly attacking the Paw- 
nees. and the Chey- 
ennes, whom they 
hated. 


“We had terrible 
times,” said Aunt 
Jane, “when whisky 
was brought amone{ 
the Osazes by whita' 
men. I remember 
onee that one of the 
Osages was drunk all 
summer on whisky 
that: was brought by 
the wagonload from 
Fort Scott. Their 
drunkenness contin- 
ned so long that they 
failed to put in their 
little crops of corn. 


“When the men got 
drunk life was chea». 
The sauaws and the 
men that remained 
sober were constantly 
employed in seizine 
end hiding weapons. 
This was our onlv 
safety. The camps 
would: be in an up- 
‘nar dav and nicht. 
the men fiehtine 
atong themselves. 
and sometimes killing 
each other, 


“The most awful 
sight I ever beheld 
was in the spring of 
1844. Ten Pawnees, 
one woman and nine 
men, appeared at the 
town of the Little 
Bear band. It was 
said afterwards that 
these Pawnees came 
to camp to mislead 
Osages into bellevin<z 
that the Pawnees 
were friendly, when 
es a matter of fact, 
another band of Paw- 
‘pees at that very 
moment was gtealing 
Osage ponies.

About once a mouth he would go 
to the town of Pawhuska and get his 
mail and then seat himself beneath 
the shade of a tree. Taking his spec- 
tacles from théir case, he would place 
them on his nose in the most digni- 
fied manner .and then sit complacent- 
ly all day reading about what the 
world was doing. 

It is commonly believed that the 
open, free life of the Indian exempts 
him from sickness. Aunt Jane says 
that this is not true. Fever lurked 
always at the'door of every tepée in 
summer. Malaria was common. Mos- 
quitoes were everywhere, The full- 
bloods made no attempt, however, to 
protect themselves against these 
pests, and suffered intensely. 

“As a matter of fact,” said Aunt 
Jane,’ there was no way to protect 
ourselves had we wished to do so, 
save by buuaing big fires and lying in 
the smoke, which was unendurable in 
hot weather. Many a summer night 
have I been almost frantic because 
of mosquitoes. 

“My children were sick with fever 
and I was worn and exhausted with 
work and watching. I could find no 
rest, swarms of mosquitoes shrilling in 
my ears and raising great welts on 
my face and arms. On moonlight 
nights I have swung my broom in 
the afr and actually seen clouds of 
morquitoes swirl across the face of 
the moon.” 

When “sick weather’ came in sum- 
mer in the Osage country the full- 
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us and planted pumpkins: In the fall 
‘hese pump*ins.were gathered and 
dried for winter use. 

“The fullblood Osage women were 
unable to understand why flowers 
should be planted and cultivated, 
when so many grew in the forest and 
prairies,” says Aunt Jane. “I was 
passionately fond of flowers, though 
I -rarely had more than morning 
glories. . 

“I believe I was the happiest wom- 
an in the world when a package of 
flower seeds came to me one day 
from Washington. A fullblood squaw, 
looking at my morning glories, asked 
what fruit grew on them. I told her 
none, and then she asked if I ate the 
flowers. She had no idea of their 
teing used for ornamental purposes.” 

Aunt Jane has long been an expert 
shot with a pistol. She always carf- 
ried a pistol when she lived in the 
Osage country, and gave frequent ex- 
hibitions of her skill which had a 
wholesome effect upon the rough 
characters that infested the country. 
She was driving past a cow camp one 
day where a number of cowboys were 
p .cticing marksmanship. 

“Come on, Aunt Jane, let’s se2 
what you can do,” they exclaimed.

An- 
other notable chief was Governor Joe 
of the Bill Hill band, who was the 
peace chief of the Osages, as Hard 
Rope was the war chief. When Gov- 
ernor Joe failed to Induce other tribes 
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a icin New 
N American, resident in Mexico 
A for some years, who du:.ing 
that time has been experiment- 
ing tn rubber-producing plants, has 
discovered in his district a _ tree, 
a vine, and three plants which yield 
first-class crude rubber. 

These plants are not yet botan- 
ically classified and are known only 
by their Indian names. Analyses 
have been made of all these plants 
in the United States, and the re- 
sult of each test has been the pro- 
duction of a first-class crude rubber, 
the laboratory tests in Kansas City 
producing rubber that was vulcan- 
ized. 

The tree is of quick growth and 
an be propagated fron slips put 
in the ground. Limbs that were 
thrown ihn the shade and left for 
six months germinated, and on be- 
ing planted took root and are now 
growing well. Trees planted from 
slips will be large enough to prune 
in three years; limbs cut from the 
trees furnish the rubber; pruning 
can be done every year. This tree 
produces about six per cent crude 
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‘ rubber. 


The tree plants referred to grow 
wild and can be reproduced from 
the seed. In three years they be- 
come well rooted. The plant being 
then from 4 to 6 feet in height, may 
ye eut to the root each year,‘ using 
the cuttings for the extraction of 
the rubber, leaving the root to re- 
cover itself and produee the same 
each year. The mode of cultivating 
these plants is about the same as 
‘or corn; they will produce eight 
per cent crude rubber. 

The vine gives a free crude rubber 
with no gum. It grows in the shade, 
extending over the surrounding trees, 
and is the richest in rubber, giving 
10 per cent of the crude commercial 
product, Experiments in the cultl- 
vation of this vine are now being 
carried on. 

The discoverer is conducting ex- 
“eriments in different processes of 
*xtraction of and ccaculation of the 
milk from these plants and vine and 
tree, and states that he will be abic 
to produee crude commercial rubber 
for about 15 cents gold per pound.

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Postal Savings Banks 
Bringing It Out. 


HERE are believed to be fifteen 
and a quarter millions dollars 
cash hidden in St. Louis. 

Hnough treasure is concealed ‘in’ the 
eity, it is said, to furnish out a hun- 
dred Captains Kidd, to endow a col- 
lege, or to build sister warships to 
the Dreadnaught and have enough 
feft over to construct second-class 
battleships: | 

This sum, with similar hidden 
riches in all other American cities, 
has been instrumental in putting 


-~ the United States Government into 


the treasure trove business. A na- 
tion-wide enterprise designed among 
other things to draw the concealed 
money from its hiding places was 
get on foot by Uncle Sam at the be- 
ginning of the year, and centers of 
activity were established in 46 cities, 
among them Carthage, Mo. 

The possessors of the _ treasure, 
which ave $22.25 for every man, 
woman child among the 687,029 
inhabitants of St. Louis, according to 
estimates. by Government officials, 
are guarding it with such ingenuity 
and vigilance that even some bank 
presidents deny its existence. It is 
locked in safety deposit vaults, in 
banks and in homes; it is stuffed 
into stockings and sections of stove- 
pipe; it turks in mattresses and in 
old t-unks; it is buried in back yards 
end secured by such devices as post- 
office money orders. ' 


Some of the owners are misers. 


Others, despite the assertion that not 
a bank depositor in Missouri has lost 
a penny in 14 years, distrust the 
banks and prefer to be their own 
custodians of their savings or be- 
quests. The caution of thousands.of 
persons in refusing to restore their 
cash possessions to circulation has 
a tendency, economists say, to cause 
shortages of currency such as cul- 
minated in the panic of 1907. 

Postmaster-Genera] Hitchcock és- 
timates, in an official report, that 
65 per cent of the money issued for 
circulation by the Treasury Depart- 
ment is withdrawn and secreted in 
hiding places. As the circulation per 
capita was $34.25 on Jan. 3, it fol- 
lows that, on an average, every per- 
son in the United States. possesses 
$22.25 in hidden money. 

Postmaster Thomas J. Akins of St. 
Louis relates that, during the trou- 
bled financial season in 1907, an old 
German woman entered his office— 
he was then Subtreasurer—and asked 
him to accept the custody of $5000, 
which she drew from thé bosom of 
her dress. 

“My husband died several years 
ago,” she said, “and this is his in- 
surance money. I didn’t trust the 
banks and kept it concealed at my 
home. Now I am afraid to keep it 
any longer, and wish that the Gov- 
erhment would keep it for me.” 

Mr. Akins was compelled to de- 
cline to become her banker, and ad-

Another St. Louis method of ‘“‘hid- 
ing money” is in the purchase of 
jewelry and precious stones which are 
never used by the purchaser. Golc 
nuggets are also purchased and scrap 
pieces of silver. When the hoard is 
too large the owner often takes them 
to the United States Assay office and 
has them exchanged for money. 

Foreign workmen here also hide a 
great deal of money by sending it 
abroad to their relatives and friends. 
This money, however, sometimes 
comes back in paying the passage to 
America of these friends and rela- 
tives. :

principle for centuries that lunacy may be tem- 
pered by loud and more or less melodious sounds?

No, the morbid, 
mouldy melcediama and the 9-foot show girl 
aren’t new; they’re merely dressed up differently 
from what they used to be. There were pioneers 
in the business long before the recent firm of 
Ibsen & Gibson started. :

On the 
stage the villain alWays pauses at the door on 
his way out, sweeps the company with a cold 
contemptuous glare and says ‘We shall me-heat 
again,’ or words to that general effect.

Consider if: you 
will, the injured heroine. You see her, on her 
first entrance, in white/with blue ribbons 
a rose in hér hair, signifying innocent purity, and 
you know just from the way her frills flutter 
that she’s due to be the early victim of wicked 
wiles.

M. Rouzier-Dorcieres consented to talk to your 
correspondent on the subject of duelling, and the 
first question I put to him was the one I had 
put to other duelists, but to which I had never 
received a satisfactory answer: “Why are 480 
many duels in France harmless to either person 
except for a scratch—without result, as you say 
here?” I elaborated my question by adding: 
‘As a matter of fact, inet about what per cent 
of the duels fought in France are fatal?’ 
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“But,” Says‘M. Rouzier- 
Dorcieres, “of All 


Rouzier-Dorcieres paused before replying. I 
could see that he was not entirely willing to 
speak of his own part in these affairs, but he 
answered my question in the way he knew a 
newspaper man would wish to have it answered. 

“Of the 226 duels I have directed,” he replied, 
“only two, I am glad to say, have had fatal 
results. Roughly that is about 1 per cent. If 
this percentage is considered small it is made so 
by the conditions surrounding the duels fought 
under the French code. In the duel] with pistols 
the arms are chargéd so that they are just as 
dangerous as the regulation army pistols with 
cartridges, although powder and ball are used, 
but it is the necessity of firing quickly that causes 
even the best shots to miss their aim. 

“Most duels with pistols are under the provis- 
ion of the code known as ‘au commandement;’ 
that it to say, the director dsks, ‘are you ready, 
gentlemen?’ and upon receiving an affirmative 
response says, Fire! One, two, three!’ This is 
counted at the rate of a word a second; really 
it is slightly faster than that. Now, neither must 
fire until the word ‘Fire’ is said and neither can 
fire after the ‘three.’ | 

“This is on pain of disqualification and every 
man who takes his place on. the field of honor 
knows that if he fires before or after these words 
he will be disqualified, and with guch serious con- 
sequences to his reputation that every duellist, 
even the most experienced, is so anxious to fire at 
the proper time he does not take aim, and so his 
bullet generally goes wild. There is another form 
of the pistol duel when the word ‘Alm’ is said, 
and then either one may take any reasonable time 
to fire, but this practice is rare. 

“There are instances where gunsmiths have 
been intrusted with charging the pistols and 
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these men, desiring to avoid bloodshed, have 
charged the weapons insufficiently or too heavily 
and the bullet falls short or speeds over the head 
of the fighter. But I always load the pistols in 
the presence of the principals in a manner that 
makes them the serious weapons they are ex- 
pected to be.
